Advocates say 
library policy 
shows need for 
conversation 

If it wasn’t at the Stanley Milner, 
the impending sleeping ban com¬ 
ing into force May 1 wouldn’t be 
news. But the Stanley Milner is 
not like most libraries. 

Since 2011, the library has 
relaxed rules to support the 
city’s street population, which 
often has nowhere else warm 
to go, as malls, restaurants and 
shops push them out. 

But over that period, said Lou¬ 
ise Reimer, director of branch 
services, Stanley Milner has real¬ 
ized its function as a library is 
being compromised. “The EPL 
is a public space for all Edmon¬ 
tonians. But, that said ... it’s not 
intended to be a day shelter.” 


The numbers the library 
now deals with are daunting: 
an outreach program it created 
with three full-time social work¬ 
ers logged 7,000 interactions 
with at-risk clients in last year, 
Reimer said. 

“We began to realize that 
there was a larger societal chal¬ 
lenge, and there aren’t enough 
resources available for people 
who ... don’t have a place to 
sleep.” 

Brianna Olson, an indigen¬ 
ous social worker with iHuman 
Youth Society, said staff mem¬ 
bers at Stanley Milner are “do¬ 
ing the best they can.” 

Still, Olson worries the li- 
braiy’s sleeping ban will push 
people onto streets. And it’s 
there, she said, that increas¬ 
ingly restrictive bylaws could 
see people end up not in warm 
chairs, but in jail cells. 

“It’s people who are margin¬ 
alized who are being over-repre¬ 
sented by this bylaw enforce-

ment,” Olson said, pointing to a 
new smoking ban in Churchill 
Square, along with loitering 
and jaywalking bylaws, which 
can see people given tickets for 
up to $200. 

Olson said many of the 500 
clients iHuman helps have up 
to 10 of these tickets. “They’re 
becoming criminalized by these 
bylaws,” she said. “You’ll get 
a warrant, the warrants will 
build up and, if you’re picked 
up, you’ll be brought in. Alberta 
is one of the few provinces in 
Canada if you get picked up on 
(bylaw) tickets you can be incar¬ 
cerated.”

Edmonton's insurance 
rates high because it's a 
'driving' city: Survey 

Edmonton motorists pay 
the most to insure their 
cars in Alberta according 
to a just-released survey 
by Kanetix.ca. 

Kanetix, an online re¬ 
source for comparing 
insurance rates, puts Ed¬ 
monton at the top of the 
heap, based on a 35 year- 
old driver with a clean 
driving record. The rate: 
$1,237 per year. 

St. Albert and Fort Mc- 
Murray are close behind, 
while Calgary placed sixth 
most expensive and Sher¬ 
wood Park was tenth, at 
just more than $1,000. 

"I don't see why it's any 
different in Edmonton 
versus St. Albert or Sher¬ 
wood Park," said Sher¬ 
wood Park resident Ken 
Adams. "But I'm glad I 
live where it's cheaper." 

Many factors determine 
a premium, said Janine 
White of Kanetix.ca. "But 
Edmonton has a high 
population density and 
it's a driving city — the 
majority commute to work 
by car, and all those driv¬ 
ing hours at peak periods 
mean a greater chance 
of collision, and a greater 
history of claims for the 
city overall." 

White said people can 
lower their insurance pre¬ 
mium by driving safely, 
bundling home and auto 
insurance policies, in¬ 
stalling winter tires and 
choosing usage based 
insurance.

Dinosaurs help attract 
global students to U of A

Jonathan Schaeffer was at a 
German university recently 
and overheard students talking 
about his school. “There I was, 
in Germany, and came across 
Dino 101,” said Schaeffer, the 
dean of science at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta. “It made my 
day.” 

Dino 101 is the U of A’s wild¬ 
ly successful Massive Open On¬ 
line Course (MOOC). At last 
count, 66,000 people have 
taken it the four times it has 
been offered since September 
2013. 

Its audience numbers are 
incredibly important for the 
university. The course’s viral 
popularity has made U of A 
known globally, Schaeffer said, 
noting that attracting inter¬ 
national students is critical 
for Canadian universities to 
balance the books these days. 

That’s Dino 101’s charm: 
the school’s research shows 55 
per cent of those who take the 
course have never heard of the 


U of A. “All of a sudden we’ve 
reached many tens of thousands 
of people,” Schaeffer said. 

Dino 101 has also made pro¬ 
fessor Phil Currie something 
akin to an academic rock star. 
He’s 66, soft spoken, has grey 
hair and he’s a paleontologist. 
But Currie is also now a profes¬ 
sor with, essentially, a really in¬ 


formative television show, with 
students as young as six taking 
the course (with their parents’ 
help), or passengers on JetBlue 
flights watching it on syndica¬ 
tion, or students chatting about 
it at German universities. 

“Both the on campus and 
international versions have 
done amazing things,” Currie 


said from Cleveland Thursday, 
where he’s giving a talk on 
dinosaurs. “I certainly see a role 
for this now (in broadening a 
university’s reach into society.) 
A couple of years ago I had no 
idea if it would work.” 

The popularity of Dino 101 
and other MOOCs at the U of 
A could tempt a school facing 


funding cuts to tiy to raise rev¬ 
enue from it. But Schaeffer said 
he doesn’t want that to happen. 
There are Dino 101 T-shirts and 
coffee mugs being sold, but 
the revenue is small. “There 
are (other) ways that we could 
make it a revenue generator on 
the backs of students, but I’ve 
resisted that,” he said.

Alberta’s opposition parties, chal¬ 
lenged by Premier Jim Prentice 
to provide their own plans to fix 
the province’s embattled econ¬ 
omy, fired back Thursday. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean, in 
Edmonton, unveiled a blueprint 
to slash management jobs in gov¬ 
ernment and health care, while 
deferring some capital projects 
and avoiding tax hikes. 

NDP Leader Rachel Notley 
told an audience in Lethbridge 
that her team would create an 
estimated 27,000 new jobs by 
launching a tax credit to cre¬ 
ate jobs. 

Prentice has said his budget 
includes difficult but necessaiy 
measures to ensure that day- 
to-day spending on people and 
programs isn’t cut every time 
the price of oil falls. 

But Jean said Prentice has 
failed to attack waste and ex¬ 
cess in government ranks and 
has instead chosen to “punish” 
Alberta families with tax hikes. 

“Our government is bloated 
because after 40 years (of PC gov¬ 
ernment), too many executive of¬ 
fices and agencies are filled with 
PC cronies,” said Jean. 

He said the Wildrose would 
cut one-third of government 
managers and half the managers 
in Alberta Health Services. 

In Lethbridge, Notley said the 
NDP’s Job Creation Tax Credit 
would encourage new hiring by 
refunding 10 per cent of each 
new employee’s salary to a max¬ 
imum salary of $50,000.

He’s also confident that 
when the students walk into 
the new buildings, teachers 
will be there. 

“There are going to be teach¬ 
ers in these schools. We will 
not open up these schools and 
not have teachers in them,” he 
said. “In terms of ensuring that 
there is money there for that, 
that will be a conversation that 
will happen at that time.” 

But NDP candidate Thomas 
Dang said voters want more as¬ 
surance than that. He said the 
current proposed funding just 
isn’t up to the task of the class 
sizes that are coming. 

“If they stay on pace with 
this kind of funding, we are just 
going to have a disaster on the 
front lines,” he said. “You can’t 
teach K-12 education like you 
do in a university lecture hall.”

Alberta Avenue resident Joanne 
Coleman said she’s tired of 
her daughters being propos¬ 
itioned for drugs or prostitu¬ 
tion as they walk home from 
high school, or of even seeing 
a man change clothes outdoors 
near her house. 

It’s what she said she and 
others will have to endure if 
the Salvation Army is permit¬ 
ted to demolish and rebuild at 
95 St. and 117 Ave.. 

The site has been boarded up 
for two years while the church 
and residents fight it out. 

On Thursday, Coleman 


joined about 30 fellow resi¬ 
dents at a hearing of the city’s 
development appeal board. 

It’s the group’s second at¬ 
tempt to stop the Salvation 
Army from rebuilding in the 
neighbourhood. 

Residents say their oppos¬ 
ition isn’t about being un¬ 
welcoming, but about the Sal¬ 
vation Army’s use of the land 
for a purpose it isn’t zoned for. 

“They’ve applied for a re¬ 
ligious assembly, but that’s 
two hours a week. The rest of 
the time they’re offering in¬ 
tense social services — we’re 
not zoned for that,” said Chris 
Basualdo, development direc¬ 
tor with the Alberta Avenue 
Community League. 

“It’s having an impact on the 
neighbourhood. It’s not a suit¬ 
able use for this area, and we 
want the decision overturned.” 

Major Grant Effer of the Sal¬ 
vation Army’s Edmonton area 
said the church has been trying 
to be a good neighbour in the 
community, reassuring resi¬ 


dents that the rebuild of the 
Crossroads Community Church 
will be a bona-fide church, and 
not a social-service centre. “We 
want this decision to be up¬ 
held,” he said. 


But local residents will fight 
it. “If we lose here we’ll go to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench,” 
said Coleman. “We want to live 
and work in our neighbourhood 
— to just enjoy our backyard.” 


SIX YEARS LATER 

Takeover of photo 
radar finally pays off

It has taken six years for the 
city’s takeover of the photo 
radar program to deliver the 
profits that city administrators 
first promised back in 2007. 

A report released Thursday 
from the city’s auditor, David 
Wiun, reveals that only last 
year did the city reduce the 
cost of process¬ 
ing a ticket to 
what was first en¬ 
visioned back in 
2007, when it was 
brought in-house. 

“The program 
took six years to 
achieve an actual 
cost per violation 
that was lower 
than the last year 
of fully-outsourced operations,” 
he wrote. 

The cost to process every 
ticket dropped to $10.14 last 
year, below even what city staff 
first promised. 

But since 2007 those per- 
ticlcet processing costs have 


ranged as high as $34.58. 

Even when the processing 
costs were at their peak the 
city was still reaping healthy 
revenues from the program, 
because speeders continued 
to receive high numbers of 
tickets. 

Still, the profit was lower 
than it would have been if the 
costs had been in line with 
estimates. 

The report is a follow up 
from the auditors report last 
year, which revealed 
a $47-million over¬ 
run in the planned 
costs for the pro¬ 
gram. 

Wiun said city staff 
assumed there would 
be an off-the shelf 
software package for 
handling tickets, but 
that didn’t turn out to 
be the case. 

“The city found that poten¬ 
tial vendors would only make 
their software available as long 
as they received a share of the 
ticket revenue,” he said in the 
report. 

Building a new software pro¬ 
gram in-house cost $3.9 million.

Boy died ofblows to head: Pathologist 


A medical expert says a six- 
year-old boy who was beaten 
to death by an older child on 
a Saskatchewan reserve had 
injuries similar to those seen 
in high-speed car crashes or a 
10-metre fall. 

Dr. Shaun Ladham testified 
Thursday at a coroner’s inquest 
into the death of Lee Bonneau, 
who was found with head in¬ 
juries in a wooded area on the 
Kahlcewistahaw reserve in 2013. 

He was last seen walking with 


an older boy outside a recrea¬ 
tion complex while his foster 
mother was playing bingo. 

Ladham, a forensic pathol¬ 
ogist, said the cause of Lee’s 
death was blunt-force trauma 
to the head causing multiple 
skull fractures. 

Saskatchewan’s children’s 
advocate determined that the 
10-year-old boy who killed Lee 
had behavioural issues and prob¬ 
ably should not have been in 
the community unsupervised. 


Because he was under 12, he 
could not be charged under 
the Youth Criminal Justice Act. 

The inquest also heard from 
Alicia Ward, the child-protection 
worker in charge of Lee’s case. 
The child had been in the care 
of the Ministry of Social Servi¬ 
ces for less than three months 
when he died. 

The inquest has heard there 
were concerns about domestic 
violence in Lee’s home, and 
the boy was taken into care 


after his mother told a Social 
Services worker she wanted to 
commit suicide. 

Under questioning from cor¬ 
oner’s council Sonya Guiboche, 
Ward acknowledged her office 
was dealing with a heavy case 
load at the time and needed 
more staff. 

She conceded an assessment 
of the family had been delayed 
but denied the delay made a dif¬ 
ference in getting the boy back 
sooner, the Canadian press

CRTC getting 
readyfor 
ever-growing 
Internet use 

Canada’s telecom regulator is 
asking Internet users whether 
they’re getting enough speed — 
and enough bang for their buck. 

The Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission has launched a major 
fact-finding process to assess 
whether Canada has the right 
telecommunications to be a 
world-class player in the digit¬ 
al economy. 

It wants to know what servi¬ 
ces Canadians need to be digit¬ 
ally competitive, what kind of 
upload and download speeds are 
needed, whether there should 
be funding tools in place for 
upgrading telecom equipment 
and how the industiy players 
should be regulated. 

The CRTC says it will gather 
information before holding pub¬ 
lic hearings on the issue a year 
from now. 

The regulator says it also 
wants to find out what areas of 
the country are being under¬ 
served by digital technology. 

Under current CRTC policies, 
Canadians in eveiy region are 
expected to have access to a low- 
speed Internet connection at a 
minimum. 

But as more government and 
public services are moved online, 


the regulator said, it’s concerned 
that not eveiyone will benefit 
from such things as digital bank¬ 
ing, health and other services. 

“As our habits change in this 
digital age, our telecommunica¬ 
tions services must keep pace,” 
CRTC chairman Jean-Pierre Blais 
said in a statement. 

“Canadians are looking to 
the future, and the CRTC wants 
to ensure that the technology 
they depend on does so as well,” 
he said. 

The CRTC also expressed con¬ 
cerns about the pressure be¬ 
ing placed on existing services 
from new emerging technol¬ 
ogies, such as so-called smart 
meters used by municipal and 
provincial utilities to measure 
energy, water or natural-gas con¬ 
sumption. 

Those meters, like so many 
other things, require broadband 
access. 

The consultations were an¬ 
nounced in tandem with the 
release of a report on the Can¬ 
adian satellite services market. 

The report, prepared by CRTC 
commissioner Candice Molnar, 
found that communities depend¬ 
ent on satellites for Internet ac¬ 
cess rely almost exclusively on 
Telesat’s satellite network. 

The CRTC said it will hold a 
separate public consultation to 
review Telesat’s current price 
ceiling, based on Molnar’s rec¬ 
ommendations, to determine 
whether the ceiling is “still ap¬ 
propriate in light of current 
market conditions and future 
projections.” the Canadian press

Canada continues to rank 
near the top of the world in a 
measure of social advancement 
that hopes to displace simple 
economic wealth — or gross 
domestic product — as the 
yardstick for national success. 

The Social Progress Index, 
which is headed by Harvard 
Business School professor Mi¬ 
chael Porter, delivered its third 
annual report Wednesday even¬ 
ing, ranking 133 countries on 
a basket of 52 different indi¬ 
cators. 

Canada came in sixth overall 
as the most socially advanced 
country in the world — but 
was ranked first globally for 
offering its citizens what the 
study broadly terms “oppor¬ 
tunity,” a group of indicators 
that include rights, freedoms, 
tolerance, and access to higher 
education. 

“Canada’s ranking as the 
world’s sixth most socially pro¬ 
gressive nation is testament to 
a strong performance across 
the board, with stand-out re¬ 
sults for inclusion, thanks par¬ 
ticularly to a high tolerance 
for religious minorities and 
immigrants,” Michael Green, 
the executive director of the 
non-profit Social Progress Im¬ 


perative, said in a release. 

High Canadian adult literacy 
rates and a veiy low homicide 
rate were also points of note. 

The United States was 
ranked 16th in the world, hav¬ 
ing “underperformed” in rela¬ 
tion to its relative economic 
strength, according to the So¬ 
cial Progress Index authors. 

Two areas in which Canada 
does not excel are “ecosystem 
sustainability” — rated 48th 
among 133 countries — and 
“access to information and 
communication” — where Can¬ 
ada placed 25th.

Harper to question allies 
about Iran deal: Sources 

A skeptical Harper govern¬ 
ment will be pressing some 
of Canada's closest allies 
about their deal to prevent 
Iran from developing nucle¬ 
ar weapons. 

The Canadian Press has 
learned Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper will likely 
discuss the Iran deal this 
weekend while he and U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
are in Panama for the Sum¬ 
mit of the Americas. 

Sources also say Foreign 
Affairs Minister Rob Nichol¬ 
son will discuss the issue 
next week when G7 foreign 
ministers meet in the Ger¬ 
man city of Lubeck. Nichol¬ 
son has already released 
a statement expressing 
skepticism about the deal 
reached by six countries 
with Iran to curb its nuclear 
program, the Canadian press 

NDP launch complaint 
against Liberal leader 

In a case of political tit for 
tat, the NDP is seeking an 
investigation into Liberal 
Leader Justin Trudeau's 
alleged improper use of 
parliamentary premises for 
partisan purposes. 

The NDP's complaint 
comes one day after the 
Liberals sought an inves¬ 
tigation into NDP MPs' al¬ 
legedly inappropriate use of 
their taxpayer-funded con¬ 
stituency offices to cam¬ 
paign for re-election. 

Both complaints have 
been sent to House of 
Commons Speaker Andrew 
Scheer, who chairs the 
multi-party board of internal 
economy, which polices 
how Commons resources 
are spent. 

In a letter Thursday to 
Scheer, Windsor NDP MP 
Brian Masse raises "serious 
concerns" about a Liberal 
caucus meeting on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill last June.

DUFFY TRIAL 

Questions arise 
over who paid 
for makeup 
services 

The prime minister might 
have had his makeup done 
alongside Sen. Mike Duffy in 
2010 on one of their many 
appearances together, but a 
government source says the 
taxpayer didn’t pick up the 
tab for that type of service. 

Still, one month earlier, tax¬ 
payers did foot the bill for Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s makeup artist 
to travel overseas for the 65th 
anniversary of the liberation 
of the Netherlands. 

The fact that Harper and 
Duffy employed the services 
of the same makeup artist 
surfaced in court earlier this 
week. 


Defence lawyer Donald 
Bayne said Tuesday that Duffy 
had his makeup done for a 
G8/G20 national youth caucus 
event in 2010 and that Harp¬ 
er received the same service 
that day. 

“The $300 (contract) paid 
not only Sen. Duffy’s perfect¬ 
ly standard makeup for tele¬ 
vision — it’s always done — 
but Ms. Lambert made up the 
prime minister of Canada,” 
Bayne said in court. 

“There’s no way the G8 
conference was not validly 
related to Sen. Duffy’s public 
business.” 

A government source, 
speaking on condition of ano¬ 
nymity, refused to comment 
on a matter before the court 
but did say that “these services 
are not paid for by taxpayers.” 

In fact, the taxpayer has 
picked up bills in the past for 
another Harper stylist, and 
around the same time period. 


Q QUESTIONS 

The NDP once tabled an 
official question in the 
House of Commons on 
who paid Muntean's sal¬ 
ary, and was told that no 
such contract existed. 
Harper's team said the 
party paid for her salary. 


Michelle Muntean travelled 
around the world with Harper, 
applying makeup, styling hair, 
selecting clothing and trim¬ 
ming nails. 

In 2007, Harper’s office told 
The Canadian Press that Mun- 
tean’s expenses were covered 
by the Conservative party. 

But the Public Accounts of 
Canada, the government’s an¬ 
nual spending report, tell a 
different story: the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs paid 
her travel expenses, includ¬ 


ing flights, meals and accom¬ 
modation. 

The records for 2009-2010, 
for example, show Muntean 
travelled with Harper on 13 
different trips. 

In May 2010, the records 
show that she accompanied 
Harper to the Netherlands. 

Duffy’s payment of Lambert 
occurred through an unusual 
$65,000 master contract that 
he had arranged with Gerald 
Donohue, a former broadcast¬ 
ing friend. 

Through that umbrella 
fund, Donohue’s company 
paid out other service pro¬ 
viders, including Lambert. 

The Crown has alleged Duffy 
set up that system so that Sen¬ 
ate finance officials could not 
see how he was spending tax¬ 
payer money. But Bayne has 
argued that Duffy is guilty of 
nothing more than adminis¬ 
trative process irregularities.

B.C. team 
develops 
antibody 
for cancer 

Researchers at the University of 
B.C. have developed an antibody 
that can slow the ability of aggres¬ 
sive tumours to grow and spread 
to different parts of the body. 

Early testing in mice shows the 
antibody has the ability to “knock 
down” aggressive tumour cells 
and their ability to migrate and 
spread to other parts of the body, 
said Dr. Kelly McNagny of UBC’s 
Biomedical Research Centre. 

“It’s all looking great,” Mc¬ 
Nagny told Metro. “It’s human 
cells in a mouse model, but we’re 
excited about the idea of now de¬ 
veloping more antibodies that we 
could start using to treat patients.” 

Developed in collaboration 
with the Centre for Drug Re¬ 
search and Development, the 
antibody works by targeting 
podocalyxin, a protein marker 
found in many highly aggres¬ 
sive tumours. Podocalyxin is as¬ 
sociated with about five per cent 
of breast cancers, most ovarian 
cancers and some types of colon, 
renal and bladder cancers. Earlier 
studies on the protein marker 
have shown that its presence in 
tumours is linked to low survival 
rates. McNagny and his team re¬ 
cently discovered that inhibiting 
podocalyxin dramatically slowed 
the growth and metastasis of ag¬ 
gressive tumours in mice. 

“That’s why we’re excited 
about it,” he said. “It seems to 
get rid of the cells that are resid¬ 
ual and that move around to set 
up shop in other places.” 

If the antibody proves success¬ 
ful in humans, McNagny said it 
could be used as a treatment to 
prevent aggressive tumours from 
spreading further. 

“It could be used to block late 
stage disease,” he said. “If you can 
catch people before the disease 
has metastasized to show that 
this protein is on their tumours, 
this would be a great way of pre¬ 
venting that late stage metastasis.”

Federal authorities have 
released guidelines to banks 
about how to accept pot-re¬ 
lated clients, but most banks 
have declined. 

Banks routinely reject pot 
businesses for even basic servi¬ 
ces such as chequing accounts 
because they fear running 
afoul of federal law, which 
considers marijuana and its 


proceeds illegal. 

Colorado awarded a licence 
last year to a credit union to 
serve the industry. But the 
Fourth Corner Credit Union 
can’t start taking deposits 
without clearance from the 
Federal Reserve. 

The application has been on 
hold in the Kansas City office, 
and pot workers planned to 
urge George to approve the 


application. 

The marijuana industry cur¬ 
rently relies on a hodge-podge 
of banking work-arounds, 
from changing accounts fre¬ 
quently using innocuous- 
sounding names to hiring 
armed guards to ferry truck- 
loads of cash. 

“My concern is that some¬ 
body’s going to get killed be¬ 
fore change is made,” said 


Charles Smith, chief operating 
officer for Denver-based Dixie 
Brands Inc., which makes ma¬ 
rijuana-infused sodas and can¬ 
dies.

French protesters march in 
nationwide strikes 

Thousands of protesters, 
many blowing whistles 
and waving union flags, 
marched through Paris 
and other French cities on 
Thursday in a day of nation¬ 
wide strikes that kept many 
children out of school, 
forced the closure of the 
Eiffel Tower and cancelled 
some 2,000 flights in and 
out of France. 

Stepping up pressure 
on President Francois Hol¬ 
lander already-unpopular 
Socialist government, the 
protesters aired an array 
of grievances against state 
funding cuts, planned in¬ 
creases in the retirement 
age and business-friendly 
reforms that could make 
firing workers easier.

Can Boston Marathon 
bomber's lawyer save him 
from the death penalty? 

Dzhokhar Tsarnaev's attor¬ 
ney is renowned for keeping 
her high-profile clients off 
death row, but Judy Clarke 
could face her most daunt¬ 
ing challenge yet in trying to 
save the Boston Marathon 
bomber from execution. 

Most of Clarke's past suc¬ 
cesses hinged on persuad¬ 
ing prosecutors to take the 
death penalty off the table 
before their cases ever 
reached a jury. 

She accomplished that 
on behalf of such killers as 
Unabomber Ted Kaczynski, 
Atlanta Olympics bomber 
Eric Rudolph and Arizona 
mass shooter Jared Lough- 
ner. With Tsarnaev, Clarke 
doesn't have that option. 

A federal jury convicted 
Tsarnaev of all 30 charges 
against him Wednesday 
and found him responsible 
for the deaths of the three 
people and the killing of an 
MIT police officer three days 
later.

Prosecutor’s 
office opens 
terrorism 
investigation 

Hackers claiming allegiance to 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) seized con¬ 
trol of a global French tele¬ 
vision network, simultaneously 
blacking out 11 channels and 
taking over the network’s web¬ 
site and social-media accounts. 
The attack appeared to be an 
unprecedented step in the ex¬ 
tremist group’s information- 
warfare tactics. 


The hackers briefly cut trans¬ 
mission of 11 channels belong¬ 
ing to TV5 Monde and took over 
its websites and social-media 
accounts starting Wednesday 
night. The channel’s director, 
Yves Bigot, said the attack con¬ 
tinued into Thursday. He told 
RTL radio that the network has 
restored its signal but can only 
broadcast recorded programs. 

The Islamic extremist group 
has claimed complex hack¬ 
ings before, but experts and a 
French official said the ability 
to black out a global television 
network represented a new 
level of sophistication for the 
group. The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice said Thursday it has opened 
a terrorism investigation into 


the attack. 

Bigot said he was shaken 
when he saw the black screen 
across the network’s broadcasts 
“and when we discovered the 
sense of the message appearing 
on our social media and our 
websites, it both allowed us to 
understand what was happen¬ 
ing and obviously worried us.” 

The message on the TV5 
Monde website read in part 
“I am IS” with a banner by a 
group that called itself Cyber¬ 
caliphate. It was replaced later 
Thursday by a simple message 
saying that it was undergoing 
maintenance. 

Hackers claiming to work 
on behalf of ISIL have seized 
control of the Twitter accounts 


of other media, such as News¬ 
week, and in January they 
hacked into the Twitter page 
and YouTube site of the U.S. 
military’s Central Command. 

Prime Minister Manuel Vails, 
on his Twitter account, called 
the attack “an unacceptable in¬ 
sult to freedom of information 
and expression,” and French 
government ministers visited 
the channel’s Paris headquar¬ 
ters Thursday. 

TV5 Monde, which was 
founded by the French gov¬ 
ernment in 1984 and calls itself 
the “worldwide French cultural 
channel,” broadcasts news and 
other programs produced in 
France, Belgium, Switzerland 
and Canada, the associated press

Critics 
want abuse 
claims 
monitored 

The fatal shooting of an un¬ 
armed black man fleeing from 
a police officer has stirred out¬ 
rage around the nation, but 
people in this South Carolina 
city aren’t surprised, calling it 
inevitable in a police depart¬ 
ment they believe focuses on 
petty crimes and fails to keep 
its officers in check. 

There is almost nothing in 
Michael Thomas Slager’s police 
personnel file to suggest that his 
bosses considered him a rogue 
officer capable of murdering a 
man he just pulled over for a 
broken tail light. People in the 
community he served say this 
reflects what’s going wrong with 
policing today: Officers nearly 
always get the last word when 
citizens complain. 

The mostly black neighbour¬ 
hood in North Charleston where 
Slager fired eight shots at the 
back of Walter Lamer Scott on 
Saturday is far from unique in 
this regard, said Melvin Tucker, 
a former FBI agent and police 
chief in four southern cities who 
often testifies in police miscon¬ 
duct cases. 

Slager’s file includes a sin¬ 
gle excessive use-of-force com¬ 
plaint, from 2013: A man said 
Slager used his stun gun against 
him without reason. But Slager 
was exonerated and the case 
closed, even though witnesses 
told The Associated Press that 
investigators never followed up 
with them. 

Mario Givens, the man who 
accused Slager of excessive force 
in 2013, said he’s convinced 
Scott’s death could have been 
prevented if Slager had been 
disciplined in his case.

If you’re just

You won’t be able to visit 
Best Buy or your wireless car¬ 
rier.

Canadians sue 
U.S. sperm bank 


GEORGIA 

Ontario couple 
claim donor 
details were 
incorrect 

A U.S. sperm bank said Thurs¬ 
day it did not verify the per¬ 
sonal information of a donor 
used by a Canadian couple who 
are now suing the company, 
alleging they were never told 
the man was a schizophrenic 
with a criminal record. 

In an open letter, the 
president of Xytex Corp. said 
a careful review of its records 
had determined the Canadian 
couple’s claims “do not reflect” 
the information the donor pro¬ 
vided to the company. 

“We stand by the process we 


followed and intend to vigorous¬ 
ly defend ourselves against the 
allegations,” Kevin M. O’Brien 
said in the letter. 

Port Hope, Ont., residents 
Angela Collins and Margaret 
Elizabeth Hanson allege that 
Xytex told them their choice 
of donor was a healthy man 
with multiple degrees who was 
“among their best donors.” 

In a statement of claim filed 
with a Georgia court, the couple 
alleges they only accidentally 
learned the identity of their 
donor — years after their son 
was born. Through their own 
research, they contend, they 
realized the donor, James Chris¬ 
topher Aggeles, was a college 
dropout who had been arrested 
for burglary at one point and 
had schizophrenia. 

None of the allegations con¬ 
tained in the statement of claim 


have been proven in court. 

Xytex claims it has done 
nothing wrong. 

The company said it wanted 
to assure the public that claims 
it misled a client are “simply 
not true.” 

“We followed thorough pro¬ 
cedures to review the health of 
the donor. As you may know, 
this vetting process eliminates 
99 per cent of the potential 
donors who apply to Xytex,” 
O’Brien explained in his letter. 

“In this case, the donor 
underwent a standard med¬ 
ical exam and provided exten¬ 
sive personal and health infor¬ 
mation.” 

The suit states Aggeles ap¬ 
pears to have fathered 36 chil¬ 
dren. Lawyer Nancy Hersh said 
she had at least 15 other clients 
who may be joining the lawsuit. 
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Flight delays surged in U.S.

There was a surge in long tar¬ 
mac delays at American air¬ 
ports in February, including 
several during a snow storm 
in Dallas. 

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation said Thursday 
that 16 domestic flights were 
stuck on the ground for more 
than three hours and eight 
international flights were de¬ 
layed more than four hours in 
Februaiy. Federal rules prohibit 
airlines from holding planes on 
the tarmac that long, and the 
department could issue fines. 

Eleven of the long delays 
were American Airlines or 
American Eagle flights to or 
from Dallas-Fort Worth Inter¬ 
national Airport during a Feb. 
27 snow storm, the govern¬ 
ment said. 


Overall, 72.8 per cent of 
flights arrived on time in Feb¬ 
ruaiy, down from 76.8 per cent 
in January but up from 70.7 
per cent the previous Februaiy. 


Alaska Airlines had the best 
on-time rating at 85.1 per cent. 
Envoy Air had the worst rating 
at 53.3 per cent.

Women can get abortions, 
but individual women can't 



I've never been faced with the 
abortion choice. 

But if I ever have one, I 
know I'll fear the stigma and 
shame — not from the minor¬ 
ity of pro-lifers in this country, 
but from within the pro-choice 
majority. 

Abortion is framed as 
black and white. It's not. It's 
"thousands of different shades 
of gray," as a U.S. Vox Media 
survey released this week 
points out. Some people are 
both pro-choice and pro-life, 
and each draws the line in a 
different place. 

That plays out in Canada, 
too: In a 2014 poll, 23 per 
cent of otherwise pro-choice 
Canadians said they feel we 
should have some restrictions 
on the procedure. We're also 
split on whether abortion 
should always be paid for, or 
only in medical emergencies. 

Canadians gaze with scorn 
at the theatrical, divisive 
abortion politics of the U.S. 

We agree on women's right 
to choose, we congratulate 
ourselves. We applaud our 
reasonable laws, our legal, 
paid-for-by-the-government 
abortions. 

But we are hypocrites. 

When it comes to supporting 
women who make that choice, 
we are silent. Women in gen¬ 
eral can get abortions. Not an 
individual woman. 

There were 82,869 abor¬ 
tions in Canada in 2013. 
One-third of Canadian women 
will terminate a pregnancy. 
And yet I have personally only 
heard of two. 

Of those two, only one was 
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a friend who told me of her 
abortion. It was hard for her to 
share, and it's now a vaulted 
secret. Our friends are pro- 
choice — as are 60 per cent of 
Canadians — but we both still 
worry about judgment. 

There are public campaigns 
to dispel the shame around 
mental health, so people need 
not suffer from isolation, or 
blame, but we say nothing 
about abortion. 

Everyone has their own take 
on abortion, if they'd have one, 
when they might. For some 
women, it's a painful decision 
for which they might even 
shame themselves. These nu- 
anced opinions creep into our 
health-care system and silence 
us among each other. 

Canadian medical schools 
are failing to properly educate 
future doctors about abortion, 
due to both stigma and fear of 
offending students, according 
to journalist Danielle Groen, 
who's written about the issue. 

Access to abortion varies 
widely across the country, and 
is notoriously difficult outside 
major cities — a bias caused in 
part by fear of stigma and one 
that undermines our suppos¬ 
ed legal right, noted longtime 
abortion activist Joyce Arthur. 

"It's one thing to have a 
right, and really another thing 
to implement it," she said. 

We've already said it's OK, 
so why does it still feel wrong? 

Because we don't have 
abortion "solved." We've only 
sewn up the politics. And until 
we work harder to diminish 
the shame, Canadian women 
will suffer.

Nicholas 'The 
Notebook’ 
Sparks has yet 
another sticky 
sweet tale for us

Novelist Nicholas Sparks is 
the current king of romance 
writers. His floweiy prose even 
gives Harlequin a run for their 
money in the three-hanky tear- 
jerker department. Who else 
could write a line like, “Love 
is like the wind, you can’t see 
it, but you can feel it,” with a 
straight face? 

He is to romance writing 
what Buckley’s cough syrup is 
to a tickly throat. They both 
get the job done, but leave a 
sickly sweet aftertaste. 

His best-known novel adap¬ 
tation is The Notebook, a 
cross-generational love story 
that spent over a year as a 
New York Times hardcover top 
seller. Inspired by the story 
of his wife’s grandparents’ 
60-year marriage, the novel 
became a 2004 movie starring 
Ryan Gosling and Rachel Mc¬ 
Adams. The tale of love and 
Alzheimer’s is emotionally ma¬ 
nipulative (writer Gary Panton 
called this passionate weeper 
“mushier than a mushed-up 
bowl of mushy peas that’s just 


been mushed in an industrial- 
strength mushifier”) but open¬ 
ing weekend it surfed a wave 
of tears to the box office Top 5. 

Sparks, a former pharma¬ 
ceutical salesman, writes tales 
of love and loss, of mighty ob¬ 
stacles overcome and lip-locks 
galore, which he defines as 
“dramatic epic love stories” 
along the lines of “Eric Segal’s 
Love Story or The Bridges of 
Madison County... But you can 
even go all the way back. You 


had Hemingway write A Fare¬ 
well to Arms, the movies of the 
‘40s — Casablanca, From Here 
to Eternity — Shakespeare, 
and that’s the genre I work in.” 

He caught some Hack for 
comparing himself to Shake¬ 
speare — one writer said, “If 
Sparks is like Shakespeare, 
then a house painter is like 
Picasso” — but the fact re¬ 
mains that his unconven¬ 
tional love stories, his par¬ 
cels of passion, have made 


his name synonymous with 
the romance genre. 

This weekend, prepare for 
another flurry of Sparlcisms— 
tear-stained romantic letters, 
lines like, “Love requires sac¬ 


rifice but it’s worth it,” and 
passionate make-out sessions 
— as The Longest Ride hits the 
big screen. 

This time around “two stor¬ 
ies separated by time, con¬ 


nected by fate,” get Sparlcsi- 
fied as the lives of a young 
couple, played by Scott 
“Clint’s son” Eastwood and 
Britt Robertson and older 
lovebirds Alan Alda and Oona 
Chaplin, interlace. “I wish I 
could tell you it’s all happily 
ever after,” says Alda’s charac¬ 
ter, “not everybody gets that.” 

Expect unexpected poign¬ 
ancy. 

Critics haven’t always 
warmed to Sparks’s stor¬ 
ies on film — Safe Haven 
with Julianne Hough as “a 
young woman’s struggle to 
love again” has a paltry 12 
per cent approval rating on 
Rotten Tomatoes, while The 
Best of Me starring Michelle 
Monaghan and James Marsden 
as high school sweethearts 
reunited after two decades 
sits at a miserable eight per 
cent rating. 

But audiences can’t seem 
to get enough of his weepy 
tales of unrequited love, lost 
love, mature love and love in 
a time of trouble. 

Ten of his books have al¬ 
ready been adapted for the 
movies, with one more, The 
Choice, scheduled for 2016. 

His style of romance has 
caught on, but don’t call him 
a romance writer. 

“I write dramatic fic¬ 
tion. If you go into a fur¬ 
ther subgenre, it would be 
a love story, but it has its 
roots in the Greek tragedies. 
This genre evolved through 
Shakespeare. He did Romeo 
and Juliet. Hemingway did A 
Farewell to Arms. I do this 
currently today.”

When we spoke last October 
during the New York Film Fes¬ 
tival, Kristen Stewart had not 
yet become the first American 
female actor to ever win a Ce¬ 
sar — France’s equivalent of 
the Oscar — for Olivier Assayas’ 
Clouds of Sils Maria. But she was 
still ecstatic about it. In the film 
she plays Valentine, the harried 
but cucumber-cool personal 
assistant of Maria Enders, a 
Juliette Binoche-lilce superstar 
played by Juliette Binoche. That 
allowed her to mock the film 
industry and the gossip ma¬ 
chine from a safe remove. The 
two actresses paired together to 
talk about their rapport, and, 
in Binoche’s case, to whip out 
one hell of a laugh. 


Juliette, your breakthrough, 
1985’s Rendez-vous, was writ¬ 
ten by Assayas, and you re¬ 
united for his 2008 film Sum¬ 
mer Hours. You instigated 
this project. What was your 
original concept? 

Juliette Binoche: I wanted him 
to deal with the feminine. I 
didn’t know exactly what it 
would be, but I was imagin¬ 
ing these characters exchan¬ 
ging roles. I talked about Berg¬ 
man. I said, “C’mon, you love 
Bergman! You made a book of 
interviews (from 2008)!” And 
I was a little frustrated on 
Summer Hours, as an actress. 
I thought he was shy and hid¬ 
ing. I said, “I was missing you!” 

Kristen Stewart: It’s like, “I 
want to know you!” 

JB: “I want to know you,” 
yeah! And he said to me, “Give 
me two weeks and I’ll tell you 
whether I like it or not.”

Lost River is the debut effort by 
a new writer and director named 
Ryan Gosling. Maybe you’ve 
heard of him. He’s Canadian or 
something. We sat down with 
Gosling to discuss why the stoiy 
of a young man and his mother 
(starring Iain De Caesteclcer and 
Christina Hendricks) tiying to 
survive in the economic waste¬ 
land of Detroit spoke to him so 
strongly. 

What was it about this story 
thatmade it right for your dir¬ 
ectorial debut? 

I had written something 
when I was in my early 20s 


about child soldiers, and it 
was because I had gone to 
Uganda and Sudan and I had 
an experience that I wanted 
to elaborate on. I tried for a 
while to get that film made 
and I just couldn’t. I just 
wasn’t in a place in my ca¬ 
reer where I could make that 
happen. Then, you know, life 
happened and I was in more 
films, and then suddenly I 
went to Detroit and I had a 
similar feeling where I just 
felt a real connection to the 
place and had an experience 
there that I wanted to share 
and elaborate on. Sometimes 
you read a script and you 
feel like you could contribute 
by acting, and then some¬ 
times you have an experience 
where it’s, “If I don’t write 
this, no one will.” 

Aside from Christina Hen¬ 
dricks and your partner, Eva 
Mendes, you’ve got a Brit, a 
Scot, an Irishwoman and an 
Australian playing Detroit 
residents. What do you have 
against American actors? 


For the most part, I’d worked 
with eveiybody before and I 
just wanted to work with my 
friends on this film, and most 
of them I had seen a side of 
them that I hadn’t gotten to 
see in their work, and so I 
wanted to write for that. But 
then there was this central 
character of Bones (De Caes- 
teclcer), which was obviously 
the most important piece and 
the hardest to find, but Ian 
was so much more than what 
I’d hoped for. He just has a 
quality of wanting to high¬ 
light eveiyone else that’s in 
the scene with him. He came 
(to Detroit) a month before 
hand and didn’t tell any¬ 
body, started stripping copper 
in these buildings, and he 
walked eveiy block of these 
neighbourhoods. He basic¬ 
ally took Landon as a younger 
brother. He just brought this 
authenticity to it but just kept 
it in his pocket. 

What was the process of you 
for defining thevisual language 
of this film? 


I had a year — not a solid 
year, by any stretch — but 
over the course of a year I 
took some trips to Detroit on 
my own and I was filming. 
And that really helped me — 
in one way because I felt like 
I was making the movie, even 
if it was just me, but that it 
had started and the train had 
left the station and now I had 
to finish. But it also helped 
me because now I had images 
that I knew were the film, not 
just inspiration for the film. I 
could show producers, actors, 
financiers, not “this is what 
it could be” but “this is what 
it is.” 

The drowned towns motif is 
such a striking visual. 

I grew up next to a river 
where I had found a road 
leading into it, and that’s 
how I learned that they had 
sunken a bunch of towns to 
make this river. That’s sort of 
where that idea came from, 
but yeah, it’s a totally surreal, 
true thing that happens, and 
it’s very bizarre. 


With the Cannes Film Festival set 
to open in just over a month’s 
time, speculation is swirling over 
which films — and which top 
directors and actors — could be 
getting their moment under the 
French Riviera sun. 

Cannes’s organizers jealously 
guard their selections for the 
competition lineup and the out- 
of-competition program until 
a month before the film fest 
opens. This year, the movies to 
be shown at Cannes will be an¬ 
nounced on April 16, and the 
festival will run from 
May 13 to 24. 

Woody Allen 
is seen as more

Cate Blan-

The director of the festival, 
Thieny Fremaux, said last week 
“there is no more than a third 
of the selection definitively de¬ 
cided.” He added he and his se¬ 
lection committee “watch the 
movies right to the end.” 

Cannes mixes international 
art-house cinema, Hollywood 
blockbusters, extravagant par¬ 
ties, industrywheeling and deal¬ 


ing, and eye-catching publicity 
stunts in a potent cocktail that 
has made it the pre-eminent 
global showcase for movies. 

So far the only movie con¬ 
firmed to be screened is Mad 
Max: Fuiy Road. The dystopian 
sci-fi movie, the fourth in the 
high-action Mad Max franchise 
and the first to star British actor 
Tom Hardy in the title role, will 
be shown out of competition on 
May 14 just before its worldwide 
release. 

Fuiy Road co-star Charl- 
ize Theron is expected 
to saunter up the 
red-carpeted 
steps. She 
could put on 
another dress 
for The Last 
Face, directed 
by Sean Penn 
and starring 
Theron and 
Javier Bardem. 
Harry Potter 
actress Emma Wat¬ 
son and Boyhood star 
Ethan Hawke might be along if 
Regression, by Spanish director 
Alejandro Amenabar (who made 
The Others, The Sea Inside) is 
selected. 

Italy’s flag could flutter over 
Mia Madre, the most recent pic¬ 
ture by Nanni Moretti who won 
Cannes’s top prize the Palme 
d’Or in 2001, or maybe La Gio- 
vinezza by Paolo Sorrentino, 
whose Grande Bellezza (The 
Great Beauty) won a foreign 
picture Oscar last year. 

Asia, as always, is expected to 
be well-represented.

Makers mix 
real-life blocks 
with the 
virtual world 

The creators of the Lego video 
games are building their own 
rendition of a toys-to-life 
franchise. 

Warner Bros. Interactive 
Entertainment and TT Games 
unveiled plans Thursday for 
Lego Dimensions, a game 
and toy line combining real- 
world Lego bricks and figures 
with virtual game worlds de¬ 
picted on screen. It’s similar 
to the popular Slcylanders, 
Disney Infinity and ambiio 
series from Activision-Bliz- 
zard Inc., Walt Disney Co. 
and Nintendo Co. 

Lego Dimensions will click 
together several Lego-ized 
versions of entertainment 
properties, including The 
Lord of the Rings, Back to 
the Future, DC Comics, The 
Wizard of Oz. 

“I think The Lego Movie 
helped open the door,” said 
TT Games managing director 
Jon Burton, who served as a 
producer on the film. 

“We’ve found that every¬ 
one from the intellectual 
properties we’ve partnered 
with were hugely open to 
this idea. It’s lent itself to 
creating this world where 
hopefully it’s only bounded 
by the imagination of the 
kids playing it.” 

The series’ starter pack, 
which is scheduled for re¬ 
lease Sept. 27 for all major 
consoles at $99.99, will in¬ 
clude the game, a reader and 
pieces to construct a Lego 
portal on the device, as well 
as figures of Batman, the Bat- 


mobile, Gandalf and Wyld- 
style from The Lego Movie. 
The trio is set to be voiced re¬ 
spectively by Troy Baker, Tom 
Kane and Elizabeth Banks. 

The reader, which is div¬ 
ided into three sections 
and can detect up to seven 
Lego figures or vehicles at a 
time, doesn’t visually scan 
the bricks. 

Instead, the Lego figures 
and vehicles can be affixed 
to individually marked discs 
containing radio frequency 


identification technology 
that’s transmitted to the 
reader, just like the Slcyland- 
ers and Infinity toys. 

In a demonstration of Di¬ 
mensions, the two-player ac¬ 
tion kicked off with heroes 
Batman, Gandalf and Wyld- 
style being ripped from their 
respective realms and tele¬ 
ported to Oz to restore an 
interdimensional gateway. 
At one point, the Caped Cru¬ 
sader from the Lego games 
crossed paths with the surly 


Batman of The Lego Movie. 

“It’s a mashup,” said Warn¬ 
er Bros. Interactive producer 
Doug Heder. “When kids play 
with their toys, they don’t 
play with one character from 
one world. They put all their 
toys together, and that’s the 
experience we’re trying to re¬ 
create in the game. You can 
bring characters together like 
Batman, Gandalf and Wyld- 
style, who don’t normally 
associate with each other.”

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Study ofDutch height tells a tall tale

Why do the 
Dutch tower 
over us? It’s all 
in the genes 

The Netherlands is the land of 
giants: on average, its women 
stand at almost 5.6 feet tall, and 
its men 6.03 feet. But how the 
Dutch became the world’s tall¬ 
est people has been something 
of a mysteiy. 

After all, two centuries ago 
they were renowned for being 
among the shortest. What hap¬ 
pened since then? 

A popular explanation is nu¬ 
trition — a calorie-stuffed diet 
rich in meat and daily products. 

But that can’t be the whole 
stoiy, experts say. Other Euro¬ 
pean countries, too, have enjoyed 
similar prosperity and a rise in 
living standards, yet their citizens 
have not shot skywards as much. 

The average male height in 
the Netherlands has gained 20 
centimetres (eight inches) in the 
last 150 years, according to mil- 
itaiy records. By comparison, the 
height of the average American 
man has risen a mere six centi¬ 


metres over the same period. 

Researchers led by Gert Stulp, 
a specialist in population health 
at the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, combed a 
Dutch database for clues. 

Called LifeLines, the record 
contains exhaustive detail about 
the lives and health of more than 
94,500 people who lived in the 
northern Netherlands from 1935 
to 1967. In this three-decade 
snapshot, the people who had 
the most children were tall men, 
and women of average height, 
the team found. 

For example, the most fertile 
men were seven centimetres 
above the average height. Statis¬ 
tically, they had 0.24 more chil¬ 
dren on average than the least 
fertile men, who were 14 centi¬ 
metres below average height. 

Compared to counterparts in 
other countries where they often 
tended to have fewer children, 
taller women also reproduced 
more in the Netherlands. 

Many postponed having chil¬ 
dren until after their studies, but 
once they forged a successful 
relationship, often had a large 
family. 

The study did not involve gen¬ 
etic testing, but concluded from 
the observations that natural se¬ 


lection must have played a part: 
with time, more and more Dutch 
started sporting tall genes. 

“Natural selection in addition 
to good environmental condi¬ 
tions may help explain why the 
Dutch are so tall,” said the study 
published Wednesday in the Roy¬ 
al Society journal Proceedings B. 

“Height is very heritable — 
taller parents tend to have some¬ 
what taller children than shorter 
parents,” Stulp told AFP. 

“Because taller individuals 
would have more offspring in 
the next generation who would 
be taller, the average height in 
that generation would a bit taller 
on average than the preceding 
generation, if all else is equal.” 

There seems to be a cultural 
preference as well. 

Stulp pointed to figures show¬ 
ing that, in the United States, 
shorter women and men of aver¬ 
age height have the most repro¬ 
ductive success. 

“There is much variation in 
what men and women want,” he 
said. “When it comes to choos¬ 
ing a mate, height tends to have 
(only) a small effect, which is not 
veiy surprising given the many 
other, more important, traits 
people value in their mate.”

Teen pregnancy on the decline 


The birth rate among U.S. teen¬ 
agers has continued to decline, 
but health authorities said Tues¬ 
day that even greater strides 
could be made if more teens 
used long-acting forms of con¬ 
traception. 

More than 273,000 babies 
were bom to mothers aged 15 
to 19 in 2013, the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said. 

The teen birth rate in 2013, 
the most recent year in which 
data is available, was 26.5 births 
per 1,000 teenagers. 

The rate was more than 
double that in 1991, when the 
birth rate was 61.8 births per 
1,000 teens. 

“Improved contraceptive use 
has contributed substantially to 
this decline,” said the CDC Vital 
Signs report. 

“A key strategy for further re¬ 
ducing teen pregnancy is increas-

Of the 616,148 female teens 
the CDC studied in 2013,17,349 
(2.8 per cent) used IUDs, and 
26,347 (4.3 per cent) used im¬ 
plants. 

“LARC is safe to use, does not 
require taking a pill every day or

Hemingway tackles 
addiction in memoir 



MARIEL HEMINGWAY 

Tough topics

Many people remember Mar- 
iel Hemingway best from her 
portrayal of the sweet teen¬ 
ager Tracy in Woody Allen’s 
Manhattan, where she deliv¬ 
ered the film’s uplifting clos¬ 
ing line, a reminder that “You 
have to have a little faith in 
people.” 

But Hemingway herself, 
then only 16, was living a life 
with much darkness in it; her 
family was plagued by alco¬ 
holism, drug addiction and 
mental illness. And suicide — 
including her famous grand¬ 
father, Ernest Hemingway, in 
1961, and sister Margaux, the 
former supermodel, in 1996. 

Hemingway, now 53, has 
written two new memoirs, Out 
Came the Sun, and a young- 
adult version, Invisible Girl, 
in which she frankly recounts 
her family’s struggles. Here are 
some excerpts from a recent 
interview. 

You write at length about 
alcoholism, drug addiction, 
mental illness and suicide in 
your family. Do you feel all 
these things are connected? 
Yes, especially in my family. 
Look at my grandfather, this 
extraordinary man, Ernest 
Hemingway, the greatest writ¬ 
er of the 20th century. But he 
was also self-medicating pain 
with a lot of drinking. Then I 
look at my oldest sister (Muf- 
fet), who is still alive, who 
is wonderful, but ... I think 
her schizophrenia and mental 
health issues were triggered 


by drug addiction. My other 
sister as well, she was a major 
alcoholic. And you know, it’s 
a chemical. It changes your 
brain. In my family, it was 
never one glass of wine. It 
was a bottle. And it changes 
people. 

You write about how you’ve 
had seven people in your 
family commit suicide. And 
you’ve been involved in sui¬ 
cide prevention efforts. Do 
we have a lot to learn about 
suicide? 

Suicide is extremely complex. 
It is not necessarily somebody 
who suffers long-term mental 
illness. It can be planned for 
20 years, or it can happen out 
of the blue. And we just need 
to talk more about it because 
there is a tremendous amount 
of shame around suicide. It 
was a long healing process 
for me, to understand how 
my own sister could commit 
suicide and knowing that I 
thought she was doing really 
well, and you’ll see that in 
many situations. The reason 
I wrote these books is so that 
if Mariel Hemingway, who 
comes from this family that 
eveiybody (knows), if SHE talks 
about her story, maybe I get 
someone suffering somewhere 
in silence to find a safe space 
to tell their story.

When Zimbabwe’s censors 
blacked out scenes from the 
film adaptation of the best¬ 
selling erotic novel Fifty 
Shades of Grey, many Zimbab¬ 
wean movie lovers couldn’t 
care less. They soon had an¬ 
other option, that was more 
explicit and cheaper. 

The southern African na¬ 
tion’s continued economic dif¬ 
ficulties have led to such a suc¬ 
cessful black market of pirated 
DVDs that many cinemas have 
been forced to close. Many 
Zimbabweans now prefer the 
small screen in their living 
rooms, watching pirated cop¬ 
ies of new film releases to save 
money, and in turn bringing 
the curtain down on the big 
screen experience. 

Before the Zimbabwean dol¬ 
lar collapsed under record 231 
million per cent inflation in 
2008, cinemas were common 
in cities and towns. Even in 
the poorest neighbourhoods, 
local councils ran cinemas that 
were a hit with children and 
adults. Today, only five movie 
theatres remain in the countiy 
of 13 million people. 

“A movie costs a dollar. 
Going to the movie houses 
costs $6 per person. You can 
do the math and you see why 
I stay at home,” said Saman¬ 
tha Baranza, 26, a clerk at a 
Harare automotive spare parts 
distributor. 

Traders swarm Harare’s 
streets, openly displaying 
a variety of pirated movie 
titles on the capital’s side¬ 
walks. Dozens of hawkers 
mill around shopping malls 
trying to sell pirated movies 
and music. 

Despite public campaigns 
against piracy and pledges 
by police to stamp out pir¬ 
acy, street trader Quinton 
Rushushe openly carries a 
bunch of DVDs in his hands. 
Dozens more discs are in his 
satchel as he jostles for cus¬ 
tomers with hordes of other 
traders trying to sell copies to 
motorists and shoppers at Fife 
Avenue Shopping Centre, just 
a few streets from the police 
headquarters. 

“Police officers can’t af¬ 
ford to go to the movies so 
they are our loyal customers. 


Some of them give me their 
phone numbers and I always 
call them when a new exciting 
movie is out so they can buy 
while it’s still hot,” he said. 
Selling pirated discs is the 
only job Rushushe has known 
since leaving school in 2012. 
He said he gets his wares for 


30 cents a copy from a friend 
“who has a computer.” On a 
good day he sells up to 15 cop¬ 
ies at a dollar each. 

Police spokesman Paul 
Nyathi said: “We have arrested 
dozens but the challenge is 
that piracy is closely associ¬ 
ated with vendors who are 


mushrooming everywhere so 
it’s not an easy battle.” 

With the closure of many 
companies, over two thirds 
of adult Zimbabweans have 
resorted to informal trading, 
according to the African De¬ 
velopment Bank. First Lady 
Grace Mugabe has warned 
police against targeting vend¬ 
ors, who she says are simply 
trying to beat harsh economic 
conditions. 

Struggling to survive, the 
remaining movie distributors 
are experimenting with new 
marketing strategies, such as 
giving away free movie tick¬ 
ets at pizza houses, slashing 
prices by half on certain days 


and advertising in neighbour¬ 
hoods via megaphone. 

“Business has been going 
down. Our major competition 
is coming from home enter¬ 
tainment, which is what most 
people are resorting to now¬ 
adays because of the cheap 
DVDs flooding the streets,” 
said Tawanda Pswarayi, con¬ 
troller at movie distributor 
Ster-Kinelcor, which has the 
only remaining cinema houses 
in the country. At times, only 
10 people arrive to watch a 
show in a 200-seater auditor¬ 
ium, he said. 

Zimbabwe’s strict censor¬ 
ship has made the cinema 
even less entertaining. In Feb-

ruary, only two of the three 
cinemas left showed Fifty 
Shades of Grey, but heavy 
censorship cut out so many 
sexually explicit scenes that 
movie distributors decided to 
stop showing the tame edit 
after only a few screenings. 

A little more than a week 
after its release, pirated cop¬ 
ies of the film hit the streets, 
selling for as low as 50 cents 
a copy and bypassing censor¬ 
ship. 

In buildings where movie 
theatres once existed in Zim¬ 
babwe, evangelical churches 
are now frequently flourish¬ 
ing.

Cut Bank director Matt Shak¬ 
man has something in com¬ 
mon with 35mm film fanatics 
Martin Scorsese and Quentin 
Tarantino. For his movie debut 
the director insisted on shoot¬ 
ing on film rather than digital. 

“I’m an analogue kind of 
guy,” he says. “To do this movie, 
which is about a town that feels 
trapped in a distant era, it felt 
right to shoot it on film. We 
had to find a way to deal with 
the financial impact of it, but I 
found a solution to that. I gave 
up my salary in order to do it. 

“I’ll only get a chance to 
make a first movie once and 
to make it on film feels spe¬ 
cial. I may never get a chance 
to do it again.” 


Set in the hamlet of Cut 
Bank, Mont., the action begins 
when auto mechanic Dwayne 
(Liam Hemsworth) accidentally 
videotapes the murder of the 
local postman (Bruce Dern). 
He reports the crime to the 
local sheriff (John Mallcovich), 
hoping for reward money, but 
there are complications in the 
form of the suspicious father of 
his girlfriend (Billy Bob Thorn¬ 
ton), a postal inspector (Oliver 
Platt) and a reclusive man (Mi¬ 
chael Stuhlbarg) violently ob¬ 
sessed with getting his mail. 

The script appeared on Holly¬ 
wood’s 2009 black list of the 
best unproduced films and has 
been in Shakman’s hands for 
five years.

is a party worth coming to and 
the third thing is just the busi¬ 
ness reality of having a person 
in the film who can help you 
with financing.” 

Shakman says he knows 
after the film’s theatrical run

perience of watching movies 
with an audience, he knows 
times are changing. 

“They’ll also watch Break¬ 
ing Bad (on their tablets), so 
the line has blurred veiy much 
between the two kinds of con¬ 
tent. It’s all just become stories 
and where you choose to find 
them and how you want them 
delivered.”

Where did this come from?

Tax credit cut a ‘stake through the heart’ ofN.S. 


Those working in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s film and television indus¬ 
try sounded the death knell for 
its future Thursday after the 
provincial government cut a tax 
credit many say they rely on for 
their survival. 

Producer Marc Almon said the 
cut is a “stake through the heart” 
of the province’s film industry. 

“The film industry, as we 
know it, is gone,” said Almon, 
who is also chairman of Screen 
Nova Scotia, an advocacy or¬ 


ganization for the province’s 
screen-based industry. “Not only 
will it affect thousands of jobs. 
We’re going to see more youth 
going down the road, a loss of 
immigrants, a loss of economic 
potential.” 

Starting July 1, the province 
announced in its budget that 
the film tax credit will only 
cover 25 per cent of eligible 
costs, allowing film companies 
to claim the other 75 per cent 
of the credit against taxes they 


owe to the province. Eligible 
costs are fully refunded under 
the current structure of the tax 
credit, which is worth $24 mil¬ 
lion a year. Thursday’s budget 
reduces the credit to $6 million. 

In 2013, film and television 
productions in Nova Scotia gen¬ 
erated the equivalent of 2,700 
full-time jobs and $139 million 
in spending, says Screen Nova 
Scotia. The organization says the 
preliminary estimate for 2014 is 
about $151 million. 


Mike Volpe, whose produc¬ 
tion credits include the Trailer 
Park Boys and Mr. D, says the 
government is overlooking the 
money brought in by film and 
television projects. 

“Without the tax credit here 
in Nova Scotia, shows do not 
get produced in Nova Scotia. 
That is the simple thing,” said 
Volpe, adding that productions 
including his own will likely 
leave Nova Scotia as a result of

Star’s 911 call 
about home 
intruder played 
at hearing 

Sandra Bullock hid in her 
bedroom closet and sounded 
panicked and tearful at times 
as she guided police into her 
house after spotting an intrud¬ 
er last year, according to a 911 
call played in court Thursday. 

The Oscar-winning actress 
called police after seeing a 
man in her home heading 
for the attic. The roughly 
15-minute conversation with 
a 911 dispatcher is the first 
piece of evidence a prosecu¬ 
tor presented against Joshua 
Corbett, who is charged with 
stalking the actress and break¬ 
ing into her home in June. 

“I’m in my closet. I have a 
safe door,” Bullock, breathing 
heavily, is heard telling the 


dispatcher. “I’m locked in the 
closet right now.” 

Bullock gave the dispatcher 
a description of the man and 
said she went out to investi¬ 
gate noises in her home. 

“I thought it was a wind 
blowing,” Bullock said. “Then 
I saw the person.” 

A police officer testified that 
Corbett was clutching a black 
notebook with a two-page let¬ 
ter to Bullock and magazine 
photos of the actress when he 
was arrested. 

“He said, ‘I’m sorry. I love 
you Sandy,’” Los Angeles po¬ 
lice Officer Jose Bermudez 
testified. 

Security footage showed 
Corbett outside Bullock’s gate 
each of the three days before 
his arrest. 

Corbett was not armed 
when he was arrested at Bul¬ 
lock’s residence, police have 
said. 

Corbett, 39, has pleaded not 
guilty to all charges.

Women, ethnic 
casts viable, but 
ratios favour 
status quo 

The Fast & Furious series is often 
cited as an example of how di¬ 
versity can work in Hollywood. 
With its multicultural casts and 
international settings, the fran¬ 
chise has generated more than 
$2.4 billion in global earnings. 
The latest instalment, Furious 7, 
set box-office records last week¬ 
end with its $147-million domes¬ 
tic opening. 

“Usually, big studio tent-pole 
films are all veiy whitewashed,” 
says Furious 7 director James 
Wan. “People need to learn from 
this, because this is the way of 
the future.” 

Wan says the Furious films 
play well globally “because they 
have people from that part of the 
world in the movies and they’re 
not treated like second-class cit¬ 
izens.” 


The dearth of diversity in 
Hollywood was heavy on the 
entertainment industiy’s mind 
during awards season, when the 
#OscarSoWhite hashtag went 
viral and host Neil Patrick Harris 
joked about honouring the “best 
and whitest—sorry—brightest” 
at the Academy Awards. 


32 films 


The Associated Press did a 
survey of about 170 films 
scheduled for release this 
year, and determined that 
only 32 of them will feature 
actors of colour in 
prominent roles. 


Yet despite the success of films 
like Furious 7 and increased 
awareness of the industry’s 
white, male status quo, change 
won’t be seen onscreen anytime 
soon. 

True, this year’s movies were 
made before the Oscar outcry. 
But whether onscreen diversity 


improves over time as produc¬ 
tion catches up to new awareness 
remains to be seen. One thing’s 
for certain, though: Much work 
lies ahead. 

Studies by researchers at UCLA 
and USC show vast under-rep¬ 
resentation of women and min¬ 
orities in every aspect of film- 
making. 

“Recognizing a problem and 
changing it are two very different 
beasts,” said Cathy Schulman, the 
Oscar-winning producer of Crash 
and president of Women in Film. 

In insular, high-risk, high-prof¬ 
it Hollywood, change has to be 
insistent and intentional, said 
Darnell Hunt, director of the 
Ralph J. Bunche Center for Afri¬ 
can American Studies at UCLA. 

“It’s not going to correct itself 
naturally,” said the sociology 
professor, co-author of UCLA’s 
annual report on minority rep¬ 
resentation in the industry “I sus¬ 
pect we’ll have more and more 
dysfunction and lack of align¬ 
ment of people in the industry 
holding onto an approach they’ve 
had for generations and ignoring 
where America is.” 


His team’s ongoing study of 
the entertainment industry aims 
to quantify the relationship be¬ 
tween diversity and profitability. 
Their second annual Hollywood 
diversity report, released in Feb¬ 
ruary, shows that while women 
and minorities are underrepre¬ 
sented across entertainment 
relative to the U.S. population, 
movies and TV shows with di¬ 
verse casts tend to perform well 
in ratings and at the box office. 

“There’s a myth of people of 
colour not being viable inter¬ 


nationally when the rest of the 
world is diverse,” Hunt said. 

Film and TV studio heads — 
found by the UCLA study to be 
overwhelmingly white and male 
— usually hire people they’ve 
worked with before, which re¬ 
produces the dismal ethnic and 
gender ratios. A recent study by 
USC and the advocacy group 
Women in Film shows women 
have represented fewer than five 
per cent of directors of top films 
during the past two decades. 

People of colour have made 


incremental progress recently 
in some areas of the entertain¬ 
ment business, the UCLA study 
found. Lead roles for non-white 
actors in film and TV increased 
by about 11/2 per cent in 2013 
over the previous year. But even 
with the success of minority-led 
TV series such as The Mindy 
Project, Scandal and How to Get 
Away With Murder," non-white 
showrunners account for less 
than six per cent of all broadcast 
scripted fare, the study found.

Need for Speed sequel has Chinese co-producer on board

It’s part of a trend that sees

JAPAN 

Ramen soup so 
revered entire 
museums are 
devoted to it 

There are two kinds of ramen 
in this world. There’s the pack¬ 
aged staple of dorm-room 
cuisine, one of the most pro¬ 
cessed, industrialized foods 
ever invented. And then there’s 
the trendy, artisanal, hand¬ 
made soup that fans line up 
for hours to tiy. 

But in Japan, ramen isn’t 
just for eating: There are en¬ 
tire museums devoted to it. 
Yokohama, a short train ride 
from Tokyo, has one museum 
for instant ramen and another 
for handmade ramen, and both 
offer samples to taste or take 
home. 

At the Shin-Yokohama 
Raumen Museum (the extra 
u gives the word a retro feel), 
you’ll find nine shops showcas¬ 
ing different styles of ramen. 
The English brochure helpfully 
describes the soup at each, 
noting whether the noodles 
are straight, curly or wrinkled, 
and how thick they are using 
a five-point scale. The richness 
of the broth is also rated on a 
five-point scale. 

At each shop, you order 
and pay for your ramen in an 
old-fashioned way, via a tick¬ 
et vending machine in front 
with photos on the buttons. 
Some varieties are offered in 
small portions so you can tiy 
more than one type, although 
for some visitors, one small

ride away: Yokohama also has 
a branch of the Cup Noodle 
Museum. 

Where Shin-Yokohama 
Raumen Museum is a food 
theme park for adults, Cup 
Noodle Museum is designed 
for kids. The small print on 
its brochure notes that it’s for¬ 
mally named the Momofuku 
Ando Instant Ramen Museum 
after the inventor of instant 
ramen. Run by an educational 
foundation that Ando started, 
the fun here is designed to sup¬ 
port some high-minded goals 
with exhibits about creativity 
and invention. 

Exhibits include a reproduc¬ 
tion of the modest shack where 
Ando invented Chicken Ramen, 
a display of the astonishing 
number of varieties of instant 
ramen that the Nissan Food 
Products company has pro¬ 
duced since then, and a food 


court called Noodles Bazaar. 
And there’s a play area where 
kids can experience the Cup 
Noodle manufacturing pro¬ 
cess from the point of view of 
the noodle. 

The main attraction here, 
though, is the malce-your-own 
section. For a separate fee for 
a timed ticket, kids (or adults) 
can make their own personal 
Cup Noodle, decorating the 
cup, then putting in the noo¬ 
dles and choosing the soup 
and toppings. Watch the lid 
get sealed and the whole cup 
shrink-wrapped, then your 
creation is enclosed in a cool 
protective package that you 
pump air into to cushion it on 
the trip home. A warning: Cup 
Noodle Museum, educational as 
it is, is extremely popular with 
school groups and is packed 
with them some weekdays.

Skydive without leaving Earth 


I FLY 

Experience 
weightlessness 
at iFly Toronto 
wind tunnel 

There is a place just outside 
Toronto where humans can 

fly- 

And flying makes a nice 
birthday gift, especially for 
a 12-year-old playing hooky 
from school. 

Suzanne Lyon took her son, 
Jack, out of school last week 
to skydive indoors at iFly To¬ 
ronto in Oakville, Ont. 

Jack falls into the vertical 
wind tunnel where air rushes 
from below up to 250 km/h, or 
“a couple hurricanes” worth 
of wind. 

Then he floats for a minute 
or two, like a skydiver would 
do after jumping from a 
plane. The experience is simi¬ 
lar to free falling without the 
crippling fear that can come

12-year-old Jack 


with hurtling toward Earth 
at breakneck speeds. 

He dips, dives and some¬ 
times crashes into the wall 
of the cylindrical chamber 
with instructor Adrian Uracz 
standing nearby, sometimes 
pulling him back and help¬ 
ing him. 

He looks a little like a bird 
learning to fly. 

Jack says it was “amazing” 
and “extraordinary” and “awe¬ 
some.” 

But the actual experience 
is difficult to describe. 

“I don’t know what to say,” 
says the boy of few words. But 
he smiles a lot. 

Uracz is more verbal. “It’s 
such a different feeling from 
what you would have in your 
everyday life.” 

Later the instructor shows 
the rookies how to really fly 
in the chamber, twisting, 
turning, flipping and float¬ 
ing at will, as if he lives in a 
world without gravity. Flyers 
can learn these tricks over 
time through iFly’s academy 
with coaches like Uracz. 

The facility opened last May 
and there are 23 others like it 
around the world, but a wind 
tunnel in Montreal is the only 
other one in Canada. 

Four giant fans at the top 
of the building powered by 
350-horsepower engines act

Not 
the way he played a year ago 
in his Masters debut, leading 
on Sunday before fading down 
the stretch to finish in a tie for 
second behind Bubba Watson. 



Maybe it was the experience 
last time that kept from get¬ 
ting too worked up about his 
brilliant start. There’s an end¬ 
less list of players who led a 
major after the opening 
round and were long 
gone by Sunday. 

But it would be 
a huge surprise if 
Spieth fades away. 

“I was leading last 
year at one point by 
a couple of shots on 
Sunday,” he recalled. 
“It didn’t go my way. 


I know how many things can 
happen in a major champion¬ 
ship. I’ll tiy to learn from last 
year and stay patient these 
next three rounds.” 

Meanwhile, Tiger Woods dis¬ 
played improvement in his re¬ 
turn to competitive golf. He’s 
still got a lot of work to do, 
however, before he’s ready to 
compete for his 15th major 
championship. 

Woods finished with a 1-over 
73. 

“You know, I’m still in it,” 
Woods insisted. “I’m only nine 


back. And we have a long way 
to go. And we don’t know what 
the Masters is going to do, what 
they’re going to do with the 
greens or the golf course. You 
know how they like to change 
things eveiy now and then.” 

Pre-tournament favourite 
Roiy Mcllroy bogeyed No. 11 
putting him at 1 over before 
coming up with two birdies on 
the next four holes to give him 
a 1-under 71 for the opening 
round Thursday. 

“I just kept telling myself 
to be patient out there today,” 


Mcllroy said. “It was a tricky 
day. The wind was swirling a 
little bit. Pin positions were 
tough. Anything under par I 
felt was a pretty good score. It 
was nice to pick up a couple 
birdies on the back nine on 
the par 5s there. Pretty satis¬ 
fied with today’s work.”
